I thought that by forgetting entirely about wres- 
tling, I'd recapture a lot of the sport’s excitement when I 
returned to the office.

Like | said in the paragraph before last, wrestling is in 
a sorry state, indeed. The athletes who used to excite me 
no longer capture my imagination. 

The Road Warriors, by far my favorite tag team of all 
time, are being destroyed by the reluctance of NWA 
promoters to afford them the top matches they crave and 
the NWA World title bouts they deserve. I can’t blame 
Hawk and Animal for fleeing to Japan, where their All- 
Japan International tag team belts are more respected and 
the match purses are significantly higher than here in the 
States. I just wish I could go back and relive the glory 
days of The Legion of Doom, circa 1984, once again. 

Hulk Hogan has been dethroned in the WWF, but the 
lumbering shadow of his title reign has cast a dark pallor 
over the championship tenure of Randy Savage. No mat- 
ter how good a champion he may be, no matter how fine 
a wrestler he is, no matter what he does in the defense of

his World title, Savage simply cannot 
live up to the Hogan legend. Nobody 

can. Hogan’s stamp of approval on 
Savage only serves to homogenize the 

“Macho Man’s”’ own reign. Savage 
was awesome when he was hungry for 
the title; his complacence now that he 

wears the belt is, to say the least, 
disheartening. 

I can’t begin to count the number of 

breathtaking matches I’ve seen Ric 

Flair compete in. I recall one-hour 
draws against Greg Valentine that 

seemed to pass in a matter of just a 

few minutes; classic cage encounters 
against Harley Race; months in which 
the champion would defend against top stars in Texas, 
Hawaii, Missouri, Florida, the Carolinas, Japan, Oklaho- 
ma, Canada, and Virginia—then go back and do it all 
over again! Today, the cooperative known as The Four 
Horsemen has obliterated Flair’s excellence, and the pro- 
motional changes of the sport over the past few years 
have obliterated the concept of a traveling champion. 
These days, the challengers have to come to Flair if they 
want that shot at the gold. 

1 miss the Warriors of old, the Savage of yesteryear, 
the Flair of the early ’80s. I don’t like where wrestling is 
going in general. The Horsemen bore me, the ‘‘new” 
Savage bores me, and not seeing the Warriors in action 
makes everything that much more boring. 

Bam Bam Bigelow seemed like he would be the sport’s 
savior, but that hasn’t happened. Where’s Nikita Koloff’s 
career going? Kerry Von Erich’s injuries and his family’s 
tragedies have taken too much momentum out of the 
Texas mat wars. Demolition and The Honky Tonk Man? 
Don’t make me laugh. 

Okay, not everything is boring. There are a few things 
that interest me—a bit. In spite of it all, there are, I 
admit, a couple of bright lights on the horizon: 

Sting’s 45-minute draw with Flair at the Clash of the 
Champions may not have won him the NWA World title, 
but it did cement his reputation as one of the sport’s true 
up-and-comers. His ‘‘stinger splash’? maneuver is formi- 
dable, his scientific skills seem to improve with each pass- 
ing day, and his aerial attack is as powerful as they come. 
Another year of grooming and this man could rule the 
sport like no other before him. 

Owen Hart could set new standards of excellence for 
everyone in the sport. Like Sting, though, he’s still in 
need of grooming—and he’s far more than one year away 
from approaching his peak. I give him until 1992 until he 
really gets going. 

Okay, that’s two. But I pose the question: Where are 
tomorrow's champions coming from? | don’t see a whole 
hell of a lot of talent out there. I hope that there’s some 
in training, though, ready to burst on the scene like the 
Warriors did in ’83 and turn the sport on its proverbial 
cauliflower ear. The sport needs it. Desperately. 

Or maybe it’s me. Maybe there’s a changing of the 
guard going on in the sport. Maybe yesterday’s excitement 
is simply giving way to tomorrow’s thrills. Maybe 1 
should give Bigelow and Ultimate Warrior and Owen and 
Sting and the new Savage and everyone else more of a 
chance than I’m giving them, Maybe I’m just unwilling to 
let go of the past. 

Or maybe | just need another yacation. L]

After a nearly five-month absence 
from the mat wars, former UWF heavy- 
weight champion Big Bubba Rogers 
has resurfaced as Big Boss Man in 
the WWF. Rogers was originally sched- 
uled to arrive in the WWF in January, 
but encountered a series of complex 
contractual difficulties. 

Rogers, who also served as Jim 
Cornette’s bodyguard in the NWA, 
apparently worked as a prison guard 
before becoming a wrestler. Rogers

on this aspect of his past, but /nside 
Wrestling contacted Cornette to gain 
some more insight into Bubba's past. 


“When | hired Bubba, | had 
Mama’s gumshoes do some investigat- 
ing into his past,’’ Cornette told us. 
“There’s a lot of skeletons in his clos- 
et,.and |’d prefer to leave them there 
because he was too stupid to know a 
good thing when he had one in work- 
ing for me. But there were a lot of 
gaps in his past, and it wouldn’t sur- 
prise me at all if he was a prison 
guard; probably got promoted from be- 
ing a prisoner, if you ask me.” 


Rogers has made it clear that he 
wants a shot at WWF World champion 
Randy Savage, but he'll probably 
have to prove himself first against less- 
er competition. There's also the possi- 
bility that Rogers will resume his feud 
with One Man Gang, another former 
UWF champion. Rogers won the belt 
from Gang in 1987 after Gen. 
Skandor Akbar, Gang’s manager at 
the time, bought Bubba’s contract 
shortly before their match. 

What’s going on with Precious? 
She recently came to ringside with 
Kevin Sullivan before getting ush- 
ered away by Jim Garvin. Precious 
appears to be rather confused right 
now, and Garvin admits that he 
doesn’t know what to do about it. ‘‘It’s 
rather frightening, you know,’’ Garvin 
said .. . Bobo Brazil recently made a 
return to the ring and won an 18-man 
battle royal on a benefit card for under- 
privileged children in Dearborn 
Heights, Michigan. Also on the card: 
The Fabulous Kangaroos—Al 
Costello and Don Kent—reunited 
and defeated The Flying Tigers.

The Fantastics have already 
gained some measure of revenge 
against The Midnight Express for 
manager Jim Cornette’s article in 
this issue (See page 30). In an unusual 
“losers get 10 lashes each’’ match in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, Bobby 
Fulton pinned Bobby Eaton after 
ducking a Cornette punch. Eaton and 
teammate Stan Lane took their 
lashes, but Cornette ran away after two 
lashes.

Tommy Rogers said. ‘Cornette was 
the one we wanted to get, but worms 
have a way of sliding away just when 
you think you have them. But in my 
mind, only one thing is important: We 
have the U.S. belts, and they can’t get 
them from us—especially with that jerk 
as a manager.”

Pain was disqualified for using the 
crutch, though he did manage to send 
the Assassins and Brown fleeing back 
to the dressing room.

Brian Pillman, one-half of 
Stampede International tag team 
champs Bad Company with Bruce 
Hart, was sidelined for three weeks 
when he injured his right bicep in a 
match against The Cuban Assassin 
and Jerry Morrow. 

The Triple Dome of Terror has be- 
come a fixture in the World Class area. 
Another Texas Roundup was held in 
Ft. Worth, Texas, and this time, Sa- 
moan Samu, Eric Embry, — and 


Steve Casey were the winners. In a 
special one-on-one match in the Triple 
Dome, Shaun Simpson defeated 
John Tatum. The NWA has several 
matches similar to the Triple Dome 
scheduled for its Great American Bash 
tour this summer.

He 
also manages a Gold’s Gym in Califor- 
nia and does the Los Angeles Dodger 
cable broadcasts with Bud Furillo. 
Marshall is also the host of ‘Dodger 
Talk”’ on ABC radio in Los Angeles.

Empire champion Fred Atkins died 
on May 14 at the age of 77. Atkins 
wrestled in over 5,000 matches world- 
wide during his career. He retired in 
the late 1960s to become a referee 
and also worked as a physical trainer 
with the National Hockey League’s 
Buffalo Sabres.

HOUSTON, TX: Anybody who’s still wondering 
why The Four Horsemen dominate the NWA might 
want to look at the U.S. title tournament for an 
answer. They held a one-night tournament at the 
Sam Houston Coliseum to fill the title that was 
vacated when Dusty Rhodes was suspended for at- 
tacking Jim Crockett, and to nobody’s surprise, 
Barry Windham was the winner. How he won, how- 
ever, was the real story of the night. After defeating 
and unmasking The Midnight Rider (it turned out to 
be The Italian Stallion, although I don’t think any- 
body honestly believes that’s who it was all along) in 
the first round, Windham received a second-round 
bye when Al Perez and Lex Luger went to a double- 
disqualification. Tully Blanchard received a first- 
round bye and met Nikita Koloff in the second 
round. Nikita won the match, but the rea/ winner 
was Windham. Here’s why: Blanchard worked on 
Nikita’s left leg the entire match, using the ringpost, 
the barrier around the arena floor, and several 
chairs. Nikita ended up winning after Dusty Rhodes 
and J.J. Dillon interfered, but before the final, Ko- 
loff had to have his left leg heavily bandaged up. 
This made Nikita easy prey for Windham, although 
Dillon lended a helping hand at the end. Koloff 
picked up Windham for a bodyslam, but Dillon 
tripped out Nikita’s bad leg. Barry fell on top of 
Nikita and Dillon held Nikita’s feet while the referee 
made the three-count. Now, Windham probably 
would’ve been able to beat Nikita without help, but 
Blanchard and Dillon made victory a certainty. Even 
by losing, Blanchard served his purpose. That’s the 
way Dillon operates. It’s disgraceful, but it works.

After Koko beat Heenan, I was interested to see 
how he’d celebrate his victory, but I couldn’t track 
him down. I wanted to find out if he thought beat- 
ing Heenan brought him closer to winning the 
World title, and if not, what purpose it served. 
Wrestlers like Koko B. Ware have lost all direction 
because they’re incapable of winning a major title. 
So, they content themselves with these little meaning- 
less feuds. It’s sad to see and a complete waste of 
time. 


MEMPHIS, TN: I’ve seen them all since I started 
covering this racket about a hundred years ago, but 
for my money, Jerry Lawler can match up with 
anybody, including Flair, Hogan, Sammartino, and 
anyone else you can name. Whenever I say that, 
people ask, “‘So why hasn’t he ever won a world 
title?’’ and the reason is simple: Lawler likes staying 
close to home. He’s one of those guys who doesn’t 
see why a person has to sacrifice his home life to be 
successful. We’ve had some long discussions on this 
matter. His thinking goes this way: Jf I can stay in 
the Memphis area and win the World title, great. 
But I’m not going to chase it around the: world. 
Lawler, though, will be the first to tell you that the 
World title is very important to him. Winning it was 
at the top of his list of goals. That’s why I had no 
doubt from the moment I entered the Mid-South 
Coliseum on May 9 that Lawler was going to beat 
Curt Hennig and win the AWA World title. First of 
all, you just don’t beat Jerry Lawler on ‘‘Jerry 
Lawler Day,’’ especially with about 10,000 screaming 
maniacs behind him. Second, Lawler vowed to retire 
if he didn’t win the belt—and Lawler was not ready 
to retire. Hennig, however, is a fine wrestler 
(whether he’s better than his father is debatable, but 
one thing is certain—Larry Hennig never won the 
World title) and he wasn’t about to give up the belt 
without a fight. He had Lawler on the ropes several 
times and made him bleed pretty badly. But ‘‘The 
King’’ managed to fight back. He finally scored a 
clean pin after 21 minutes and 12 seconds of abso-

lutely classic wrestling, and you had to hear the 
crowd noise when Lawler strapped the belt around 
his waist. A moment like this is a good reason why 
I’ve stayed in the sport so long. Lawler deserves to 
be World champion. 


CHICAGO, IL: Needed a break so I headed back to 
“The Windy City’? and ran into a bunch of old 
card-playing friends. They’re all married and worn 
down while I’m a confirmed bachelor and worn 
down. I guess it’s all the same. They’ve been worn 
down by their wives, I’ve been worn down by the 
road. The difference is that they have a place to go 
home to at night while I’m sleeping in a different 
hotel in a different city every night. But the thing I 
don’t understand is why they feel they have to make 
me live their life when I’m never trying to make 
them live mine.

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EMORIES FROM AN incredi- 
ble spring season: 

Randy Savage hoisting Elizabeth 
on his shoulders after winning the 
WWF World title tournament at 
WrestleMania IV, then celebrating 
the victory with former champ Hulk 
Hogan ... The noise of the crowd in 
the Greenville Coliseum when Sting 
and Lex Luger form a team for the

Cup tag team tournament ... The 
ecstasy on the face of Magnum T.A. 
after Sting and Luger win the Cup 
... Another great Von Erich victory 
as Kerry captures the World Class 
title from Iceman Parsons at the fifth 
annual Parade of Champions. 

From March 27 through May 8, 
the eyes of the sports world were 
focused on wrestling rings from At- 
lantic City, New Jersey (site of Wres- 
tleMania IV) to the Carolinas (site of 
the Crockett Cup) to Dallas (home of 
the Parade of Champions) as history 
was being made. For 45 days, the 
greatest wrestlers in the world dug 
deep, gritted their teeth, and 
showed that they had the guts nec- 


essary for a shot at glory, the kind of’ 


glory that can only be attained at the 
biggest cards of the year. 
WrestleMania IV, which kicked off 
the season, was held at the Atlantic 
City Convention Center and made

available to more than nine million 
pay-per-view households; a_ sellout 
crowd of nearly 20,000 fans was on 
hand, and hundreds of thousands 
more in the U.S. and Canada 
watched on closed-circuit TV. 

Although WrestleMania IV certain- 
ly cannot live up to the greatest 
cards of all time, it will long be re- 
membered for one reason: the 
World title tournament. Fourteen of 
the finest wrestlers in the WWF gath- 
ered for a once-in-a-lifetime opportu- 
nity: the WWF World championship 
was up for grabs! 

There were several disappointing 
aspects of WrestleMania IV: After 
drawing 93,000 fans for WrestleMa- 
nia Ill at the Pontiac Silverdome, the 
WWF decided to hold WrestleMania 
IV in a much smaller arena, thanks 
to multimillionaire real estate devel- 
oper Donald Trump. The owner of 
Trump's Castle co-hosted the event, 
but actually used WrestleMania IV to 
draw people to his casino, thereby 
making gambling, not wrestling, the 
attraction. The card itself featured 
only one truly memorable match— 
the Randy Savage vs. Ted DiBiase fi- 
nal--and even that was tainted by 
Andre the Giant and Hulk Hogan’s 
outside interference. And while the 
WWF put less emphasis on celebri- 
ties, the presence of Robin Leach, 
Vanna White, and Bob Uecker took 
away from the seriousness of the 
event. 

On the positive side, WrestleMa- 
nia IV put more emphasis on the 
sport of wrestling. Every major WWF 
star was on the card. There were 
two title changes: Savage won the 
tournament and Demolition won the 
World tag belts from Strike Force. 
And once again, WrestleMania IV 
displayed the incredible drawing 
power of pro wrestling. When pro- 
moted properly, wrestling ranks with 
the most popular sports in the 
world. 

Perhaps that’s the lesson that can 
be learned by comparing WrestleMa- 
nia IV to the Crockett Cup. Although 
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Sting stops a kick from Arn Anderson as Tully Blanchard waits for the

wrestling’s spring season was a monumental success as he and Lex Luger captured the 
Crockett Cup—and a $1-million prize!—by defeating Blanchard and Anderson in the final- 
round matchup in Greensboro, North Carolina. 


the Crockett Cup undeniably had 
the better matches and—arguably— 
the better wrestlers, not too many 
people saw it. The Cup, one of the 
most important NWA events of the 
year, was not available on pay-per- 
view, closed circuit, or free TV. If 
you wanted to see it, you had to be 
there. The combined attendance for 
the two nights (April 22 in Green- 
ville, South Carolina, and April 23 in 
Greensboro, North Carolina) was 
less than 15,000. 

The Crockett Cup deserves better. 

Certainly, more people deserved 
to see Sting and Luger defeat Tully 
Blanchard and Arn Anderson in an 
incredible final. More people de- 


served to see The Fantastics beat 
Rick Steiner and Mike Rotundo in a 
27-minute thriller, The Powers of 
Pain defeat The Road Warriors in a 
brutal brawl, and Nikita Koloff take 
Ric Flair to the limit for 30 minutes. 
But the fans also deserved to see 
one or more non-NWA teams in this 
prestigious tournament. (There was 
one Japanese entry, but the wrestlers 
did not show up). They also de- 
served a tournament bracket that 
made sense; why did The Sheep- 
herders wrestle twice in the second 

round? ’ 
And finally, why can’t such a po- 
tentially perfect concept be perfect?

HERE WERE FLOWERS in Jer- 

ry Lawler’s dressing room. 
There were cigars, bottles of cham- 
pagne, and congratulatory  tele- 
grams. From all outward appear- 
ances, it looked like Memphis's 
favorite son had just won his first 
world title after 18 years as a pro- 
fessional wrestler. 

But Lawler’s long-awaited match 
with AWA World champion Curt 
Hennig was still 20 minutes away. 
The flowers and congratulations 
were sent in recognition of “Jerry 
Lawler Day,” a celebration on May 
9 that was a fitting tribute to the 
man all of Memphis knows as “The 
King.” Win or lose in his match 
against Hennig, Lawler would re- 
main king in the hearts of Memphis 
fans, for today and for years to 
come. 


As ‘the Mid-South Coliseum began 
to fill with fans, Lawler reflected on 
his special day. 

“Those fans out there—listen to 
them—they’re my people. I’ve been 
all over Memphis today, people 
were handing me bowls of chili, 
cornbread, corn dogs, corn on the 
cob, pecan pie. Heck, | was even 
driving past an express-lube place 
and they had me come in for a free 
oil change. How can I go out there 
and lose in front of these good 
people?” 

The answer is, he couldn’t—and 
he didn’t. For those fans who have 
struggled with Lawler through inju- 
ries, feuds, and title disappoint- 
ments, “The King’s” victory was as 
much theirs as_his. 

Often in wrestling, years of toil 
and injury can take such a toll that 


a wrestler begins to contemplate 
leaving the only life he’s ever 
known. Jerry Lawler almost 
reached that point. Years of being 
deprived of a world championship, 
combined with injuries that have 
made wrestling without pain a dis- 
tant memory, had forced Lawler to 
reevaluate his life as one of the 
nation’s most popular wrestlers. The 
evaluation did not please the Mem- 
phis fans. 

But Lawler had made a decision. 
Win or retire ... permanently. 

Perhaps it was the serious nature 
of Lawler’s decision that brought 
the fans to their feet in spontaneous 
support so many times during the 
memorable match. Hennig brutal- 
ized Lawler inside and outside the 
ring through much of the early go- 
ing, repeatedly throwing “The

King” into the ringpost and brutaliz- 
ing his bloodied face. Although 
Lawler had the fan support, Hennig 
appeared to have ended the match 
when he threw his nearly lifeless 
opponent back into the ring for 
what he thought would be an easy 
pin. As Hennig would find out, 
however, the battle had _ only 
begun. 

The noise reached a deafening 
pitch when Lawler kicked out of 
Hennig's pin attempt. Lawler, 
powered by the cheers and the 
knowledge that he couldn’t face re- 
tirement, had amazed the crowd. 

A weakened Lawler mounted a 
short-lived comeback. With his fam- 
ous fistdrop and determined brawl-

les and into a collision with the 
steel ringpost. Lawler, himself 
weakened from the brutal war, eas- 
ily covered the groggy Hennig for 
the victory at the 21-minute 12-sec- 
ond mark. 

The war was over. The crowd 
rejoiced. Jerry Lawler straightened 
his bloody body, accepted the 
AWA World championship _ belt, 
and hoisted it high above the head 
for all to see. 

While all of Memphis was aglow 
with the boisterious jubilee, howev- 
er, there was one man who refused 
to participate in the celebration. 

That man, covered in the combi- 
nation of blood and sweat that 
speaks of unfulfilled determination, 
was Curt Hennig. Ex-champion Curt 
Hennig, that is. 

‘Tl. avenge myself over that 
lowlife Lawler!” Hennig screamed 
angrily. “He deliberately threw me 
into the ringpost! That’s a disqualifi- 
cation in any rulebook! That'll teach 
me to expect justice from a biased 
referee!” 

Although most ringside observers 
said he acted quite impartially in 
the bout, Jackie Fargo, the winner 
of a phone-in vote to select the 
match referee, is a close friend of 
Lawler’s. Then again, almost every- 
body in Memphis is a friend of 
Lawler’s.

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“Exactly,” Hennig howled, his 
face displaying the anger that only 
moments earlier fueled his relent- 
less attacks on Lawler.

I've 
got to get my belt back quick so | 
can open the eyes of these hick 
fans down here.” 

Hennig’s frustration is under- 
standable. The feud between he 
and Lawler had been building for 
months. Initially, Hennig accepted a 
chance to be Eddie Gilbert’s bounty 
hunter so he could cripple Lawler, 
hoping to silence Lawler’s claims of 
royalty. If Hennig wore the AWA 
belt, he reasoned, how could 
Lawler call himself “King”? 

Those seeds of discontent quickly 
grew into a harvest of aggravation 
for Hennig, aggravation that was 
heightened by Fargo’s selection as 
referee—and that reached an apex 
with the loss of his title. 

Now, while Lawler celebrates, 
the beltless Hennig is left to gnaw 
on the faded hopes of a victory that 
could have been. 

“Tm going to make Lawler and 
all his fans pay. I’m going to get my 
belt back!” Hennig screamed, reach- 
ing a level of almost uncontrollable 
incoherence.

Bad News For 
The Hart F oundation: 


BRET 
DEFECTS!

The Hart Foundation may need a heart transplant. Bret ““The Hitman”’ 
Hart, considered to be the infamous tag team’s prime motivating force, 
has apparently split from his partners to pursue an old vendetta. But. 

_ Jimmy Hart and Jim Neidhart may not let him breals away so easily. 


HE HART FOUNDATION has 
received a great deal of bad 
news—Bad News Brown, that is. 
The notorious organization’s very 
existence is threatened by Bret Hart’s 
all-consuming feud against Bad News 
Brown. Hart has forsaken everything— 
including, it would appear, his own 


teammate and manager—to avenge 
Brown’s sneak-attack on him during 
the WrestleMania IV battle royal. That 
match renewed a rivalry rich in hate 
and rancor. Brown (then known as 
Bad News Allen) and Hart battled for 
_ two violent years in the Stampede area 
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in the early 1980s. The feud, which 
was never resolved, has recently scaled 
new heights of brutality in the WWP. 
Hart, who for years has been reviled 
as one of the federation’s top rule- 
breakers, is suddenly receiving the en- 
thusiastic applause of fans and critics. 
Will the unexpected fan support en- 
courage “The Hitman” to dump Jimmy 
Hart and Jim Neidhart? Is Hart angry 
enough to ditch the team that made 
him famous and led him to a nine- 
month WWF World tag title reign? 
These questions may have recently 
been answered—much to the dismay 


of Hart Foundation fans. Actions at 
one significant match may tell the tale: 

As Hart and Brown prepared for 
another battle in their war, Jimmy Hart 
circled the ring, screaming threats and 
epithets at his charge’s opponent. Bret, 
in obvious disgust, motioned his mega- 
phone-waving manager away from the 
ring. When Jimmy hesitated, Bret 
moved toward him menacingly. Hart 
fled, and the crowd cheered loudly. / 

Is “The Hitman” falling prey to one 
of wrestling’s oldest syndromes? “Hart 
gives every indication of falling hypnoti- 
cally under the fans’ spell,” says noted

sports psychologist Dr. Sidney M. Ba- 
sil. “Hart has been booed soundly for 
years. Though he feigns indifference to 
the catcalls and death threats, the ef- 
fect subconsciously is quite dramatic. 

“It becomes a heavy weight,” Basil 
continued, “a burden in and of itself. 
To suddenly be cheered is to lift that 
weight off. You can see it by watching 
films. Hart is moving faster. His execu- 
tion is quicker than it was before the 
feud. The move from rulebreaker’ to 
fan favorite is always an extraordinary 
transformation. It’s my feeling that Bret 
Hart is finished as a.member of The 
Hart Foundation. His _ rulebreaking 
days—at least temporarily—are 
through. And it won't be long before 
physical violence escalates between him 
and Jim Neidhart. Probably to be initi- 
ated by Jimmy Hart, who will attempt 
to save face after Hart dismissed him 
from the ring.” 

In televised interviews, Neidhart 
steadfastly supports his teammate in 
his current feud. But private sources

PORTSMEN BECOME legends 

by overcoming great obstacles to 
obtain victory. Somehow, Kerry Von 
Erich does it again and again. Over- 
coming crippling injuries suffered in a 
motorcycle accident almost two years 
ago, “The Modern-Day Warrior’ has 
rebounded to win the World Class 
heavyweight title not once, but twice, 
with the latest triumph coming May 8 
against Iceman Parsons at the fifth an- 
nual Von Erich Parade of Champions 
in Irving, Texas. 

It was sweet revenge for Kerry, as 
Parsons and his Freebird friends, Bud- 
dy Roberts and Terry Gordy, had con- 
spired to end Von Erich’s title tenure 
in the midst of unprecedented contro- 
versy. The lights went out during a 
match between Von Erich and Parsons 
on March 25 at The Sportatorium in 
Dallas. When the lights came back on, 
Von Erich was out cold in the middle 
of the ring and Michael Hayes, who 
had been at ringside, was lying in a 
pool of blood. Parsons laughed and 
pinned Von Erich to become the new 
World Class champion. 

Von Erich, bolstered by the support 
of his brother Kevin and newfound 
friend Michael Hayes, began to train 
as never before. He realized that to 
beat Parsons for the title he had to be 
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prepared for any situation, The over- 
matched Parsons put up a_ valiant 
struggle during the May 8 bout, but it 
was Von Erich who captured the win- 
ning pin. 

Assistant Editor Bob Smith flew to 
Dallas and talked with Von Erich 
about his family, Hayes, The Free-

ONTROVERSY SEEMS TO be 
the watchword for Lex Luger over 
the past year. 

At the end of 1987, Luger shocked 
the wrestling world by abandoning The 
Four Horsemen. But until his surpris- 
ing departure, Luger seemed quite 
comfortable as a Horseman. He dined 
at the finest restaurants, partied late 
into the night, and was always accom- 
panied by beautiful women. 

And there was one more important 
qualification that made him a true 
Horseman: he was an incredibly gifted 
wrestler. 

Then everything changed. Last De- 
cember, Luger—fed up with the ma- 
nipulations of J.J. Dillon—decided to 
leave the Horsemen and join Barry 
Windham, his friend and former tag 
team partner. Together, Windham and 
Luger quickly rose to power in the 
NWA, taking the NWA World tag 
team title from Tully Blanchard and 
Arn Anderson at the March 27 Clash 
of the Champions. 

But Windham began feeling the pull 
of the Horsemen. Now it was Luger’s 
turn to be an advisor. But J.J. Dillon 
was relentless, and finally Windham— 
perhaps believing Dillon’s propaganda 
that Luger was not pulling his weight 
in the Luger-Windham duo—joined 
The Four Horsemen. 

It’s the most dramatic turnaround in 
recent memory, certainly the stuff of a 
major feud that could be even more 
intense by the fact that Windham now 
has the U.S. title. Getting these two 
former friends together wasn’t easy; 
Luger almost refused to speak with the

spectability as a tag team.” In the 
background, I could hear Fulton 
wimpering and badgering Rogers 
to find out my response. 

I told Rogers to call me back in 
a few days after I talked it over 
with Mama. I did mention to 
Mama that Rogers and Fulton had 
called, but right away I knew I 
wanted nothing to do with them. I 
still couldn’t forgive them for steal- 
ing our World Class title a few 
years ago, and Mama agreed.

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venge. Their decision to move to 
the NWA made sense, consider- 
ing Perez's long-range ambition to 
wear the NWA belt. Their timing, 
unfortunately, could not have 
been worse. 

“How was | supposed to know 
Windham would win the U.S. ti- 
tle?” groused Gary Hart. “Who 
the hell ever thought Windham 
would be man enough to join The 
Four Horsemen?”’ 

Perez came north seeking Ric 
Flair’s crown, or, at the very least, 
the title held by U.S. champion 
Dusty Rhodes. When Rhodes was 
stripped of his title, a tournament 
was designed to crown a new 
champion. Windham, the Horse- 
men’s most recent, recruit, 
shocked the wrestling world by 
capturing the tournament. With 
the area’s rulebreakers in posses- 
sion of all the major titles, it left 
Perez, a confirmed violator of the 
rules, without a belt to pursue. 

‘’m all revved up with no place 
to go,” he says. “It’s damned 
frustrating to be a pro wrestler 
right now.” 

Perez scotches the rumor that 
he was up for consideration in 
The Four Horsemen. ‘‘! don’t get 
involved in clubs,” he asserts. 
“!’m my own man. This isn’t foot- 
ball. | don’t need teammates. Just 
get me a ring, put a man in the 
other corner, and leave me 
alone.” 

He pauses. ‘‘But it’s damn near 
impossible to wrestle without the 
proper motivation.” 

Then why, we ask, initiate a 
senseless feud with Nikita “I'll 
Never Be As. Good As | Once 
Was” Koloff? To remain sharp? 
Koloff is a plodding bull with few 
scientific skills. Strong as ever, 
Koloff lost his killer's edge with 
one too many visits to Magnum 
T.A.’s bedside. He can only bring 
Perez down to his mediocre level, 
which he done so far with aston-

ishing success. 

In their most recent encounter, 
Perez looked bored and sluggish, 
a swift departure from the legend 
his deceptive speed, . Herculean 
strength, and ring smarts had es- 
tablished in Texas. What three 
years ago may have been a Can- 
didate for match of the year in- 
stead left fans yawning in their 
seats. 

Instead of rabble-rousing with 
the former Russian, Perez should 
screw procedure and pursue Flair 
and Windham’s belts. Certainly, 
such an idea would meet with tre- 
mendous resistance from promot- 
ers, who, as a union, are univer- 
sally opposed to matching 
grapplers of similar styles—espe- 
cially when Perez is likely to turn 
the two Horsemen, each a big 
draw, into polo ponies. But Perez 
opposed the Von Erichs on their 
turf and came away with the title. 


The same courage and fortitude 
should be applied here. 


NEWS ITEM: DUSTY RHODES 
REINSTATED 

The recent decision by the 
NWA Board of Directors and 
President Jim Crockett to rein- 
state Dusty Rhodes led to a furi- 
ous protest by fans outside NWA 
offices. The angry mob picketed 
the Dallas office with placards 
reading, Dusty Rhodes, Big Fat 
Toad! Crockett Is An Earthworm! 
NWA: Just Go Away! 

Actually, the mob was more like 
a gathering. The majority of fans 
favored the board’s decision and 
rejoiced at the prospect of ‘‘The 
Obese One”’ disgracing the ring 
in the near future. My outrage, as 
you may well guess, is boundless. 
Dusty’s impersonation of The Mid- 
night Rider emphasized the 
depths to which the NWA has fall- 
en. Was there a wrestler or wres- 
tling fan alive who was duped by 
the costume? Pasting doghair on 
a pig don’t make it a house pet. 
Crockett made a mockery of his 
post—vis-a-vis the federation—by 
reversing his decision. No wrestler 
can possibly have any respect for 
the NWA president. His sense of 
duty compares favorably with that 
of a water bug's.

With the proper mix of foreign 
teams, entrants from other federa- 
tions, strong promotion, and televi- 
sion coverage, the Crockett Cup can 
be the biggest wrestling event in the 
world. 

Just like the Parade of Champions 
was in 1984, when 43,518 fans attend- 
ed the inaugural edition of World 
Class’ centerpiece event. This year, 
however, there were only 7,000 fans 
in cavernous Texas Stadium. 

So how could the 1988 Parade of 
Champions be judged a success? 
Easily. First of all, attendance was 
actually up from a low of 5,000 in 
1987. The quality of talent was also 
much higher. Stars such as Terry 
Gordy, Michael Hayes, Buddy Rob- 
erts, Kerry and Kevin Von Erich, Ter- 
ry Taylor, and Chris Adams all ap- 
peared on the card. Last year, World 
Class’ talent roster was on the de- 
cline. That trend has been clearly 
and definitely reversed. 

The Parade of Champions also 
made its contribution to wrestling 
history with the first-ever “Texas 
Roundup,” held in the “Triple Dome 
of Terror” (three caged rings stacked 
on top of each other with a fire- 
man’s pole through the middle), 
Each of the 17 wrestlers participating 
in this violent, exciting match tried 
to win one of three prizes for a fan 
in the crowd, This concept is sure to 
be copied by other federations. 

Taken together, WrestleMania IV, 
the Crockett Cup, and the Parade of 
Champions demonstrated the diver- 
sity of professional wrestling. Truly, 
each federation appeals to a differ- 
ent type of fan, proving that there’s 
something for everyone in wrestling. 
But they all have one thing in com- 
mon: the indescribable excitement 
of a title change, the thrill of the 
unexpected, the unforgettable feel- 
ing when one experiences a great 
day in the history of the sport.

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That, by far, is his single finest 
achievement. Sure, he often gets 
disqualified or is helped by man- 
ager Jimmy Hart’s outside inter- 
ference, but retaining a title is an 
art. Let’s see if Savage lasts as 
long.

close to the team claim all is not well 
with the Foundation. 

“T don’t think Hart and Neidhart 
have spoken once in the three weeks 
since the incident,” says a dressing 
room source, “although I’m pretty sure 
that Neidhart and Jimmy Hart are in 
constant contact. The feeling around 
the ring is that something big is about 
to happen. We may be seeing the final 
days of The Hart Foundation. Or else 
Jimmy has something up his sleeve.” 

Because joumalists agree that dis- 
sension may exist in The Hart Founda- 
tion, the idea that Jimmy Hart is mas- 
terminding a secret plot is receiving 
great play. “Hart's done this type of 
thing before,” said Inside Wrestling 
Editor-in-Chief Stu Saks. “It could be 
Bret’s plan to get Bad News Brown. 
Brown will befriend Neidhart, thinking 
he and ‘The Hitman’ are at odds. 
Then bam! The old double-team and 
Brown’s a dead man. It’s happened 
before. Don’t be surprised if it happens 
again.” 

“Let’s put it this way,” Canadian star 
Owen Hart says, “if my brother quit 
60 
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the ring and opened a dry cleaning 
store it wouldn’t surprise me. Nothing 
he does can surprise me! 

“Seriously, though, I do know he’s 
ready for some kind of change,” Owen 
continued. “He was home recently and 
he was more belligerent than he usual- 
ly is. My parents asked me to speak 
with him to see what was wrong. I said 
if Bret has something to say, he'll 
bring it up. Sure enough, he told me 
to keep my schedule open. He said 
something may be happening pretty 
soon. He said he may need my help. 

“He has expressed disappointment 
with Jimmy Hart to me from time to 
time. I would like to think he’s tempt- 
ed by my offer to form a tag team if 
he left The Hart Foundation. Bret’s 
always been a bad boy, ever since we 
were children.
